* War-time censorship of press and radio 
is on the way. 

Our Washington correspondent reports 
that George Creel, head of the notorious 
Creel Committee, chief war propaganda 
agency during the last war, has been visit- 
ing the White House recently and is helping 
work out plans for a new censorship set-up. 

Meanwhile, the President himself gave 
an ominous warning of his plans when he 
lectured newspaper correspondents the other 
day on what kind of news should and should 
not be printed.

on the testimony of the Army Chief of Staff 
before the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The press protested mildly against this 
sign of impending censorship. But, of course,

What the President really had in mind was 
the suppression of all anti-war sentiment— 
a suppression in which the capitalist press 
has already been giving the White House 
almost complete cooperation.

The report comes that the chief of the 
Nazi Gestapo, Mr. Himmler, is dissatisfied 
with the birthrate of Germany’s mothers. 


Mr. Himmler demands more babies. 


Mr. Himmler displays the same kind of 
mentality which can be found among his 
fellow-imperialists in other countries. The 
German government wants to make sure 
that the rate of mass murder is accompanied 
bya similar rate of mass production of 
babies. “A new baby for every corpse on 
the battlefield” would be a good slogan.

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SPEAK UP, AME RIC AI- 
WHAT ARE YOU WAITING FOR?

“It is easily conceivable that, as 
the debate continues in Congress 
and especially in the Senate, some 
of the voters who now favor the 
bill (Lend-Lease—I.A.) may swing 
over to the other side.” Gallup 
Polly release Feb. 12, 1941. 

Dr. Gallup estimates, according to 
the most recent poll, that 23,000,000 
out of the 50,000,006 voters are to- 
day opposed to the Lend-Lease bill 
and that many more do not fully 
understand the alleged and signifi- 
capt purpose of the bill. Although 
it js posed as part—and a very im- 
portant part of the so-called na- 
tional defense” measures neverthe- 
less many who have been canvassed 
raise objections and doubts that 
show clearly that the implications 
of the measures are not fully real- 
ized. Thus Gallup says that: 

“The commonest of these modi- 
fications are that ne American 
ships or American soldiers should 
be sent abroad, that seme limit 
shall be placed on the amount of 
aid given Britain- under the bill 
and that the bill should be in 
force only for a definite period of 
time.” 

In these modifications are ex- 
pressed the fears of the people and 
the horrors derived from the ex- 
periencen of the first World War. 
The people know that in 1917 the 
United States entered the first war 
in the determination to help decide 
the division of the imperialist 
booty; and, second, to protect the 
loans, etc., made to the Allies. To- 
Gay the situaticn is sharpened. As 
Wendell Willkie, in his ¢foss-ques- 
tioning before the Senate Commit- 
tee declared: 

“If America gives effective aid 
to Britain, America will dominate 
what happens afterwards.” 

Again in amwer to a question by 
Senator Connelly of Texas, “if we 
give effective aid to Britain and she 
prevails, the peace naturally would 
be under the control of the United 
States and Great Britain,” Willkie 
replied: 

“That is right, with wus the 
dominant person if we want to 
be.”

In a word, Willkie declared, with 
the agreement of the Senate Com- 
mittee, that in 1941 the U. 8. will 
repeat the policy of 1917, take our 
country fully into the war—but this 
time to establish U. S. world imper- 
ialist Gcmination, with Britain as a 
junior partner, as Virgil Jordan 
stated a few month: ago
